FALL BACK TO KHARKOV 

While the Germans asserted the 
beleaguered armies were tightly 
sealed, Moscow dispatches said 
they were seeking to fall back to 
Kharkov, in the heart of the 
Donets river industrial basin. 

A German sweep which the Nazi 
high command said had carried the 
swastika to the sea of Azovy men- 
aced the Soviet naval arsenal city 
of Sebastopol with the apparent 
isolation of the Crimean peninsula.

Prompt and efficient work by | 
firefighters from three halls, | 
halted with but minor damage, a | 
fire that threatened to destroy 
the large two-storey implement 
warehouse of the Massey-Harris 
Co, Ltd., at 103 street and 105 
avenue, Sunday night. 

The blaze, breaking out at about 
9:45 p.m. beneath a loading platform 
projecting along the north side of} 
the building, burned a hole about! 
six feet square in the flooring be-| 
sides causing some damage to tim- | 
bers and stringers beneath the floor. | 

Apart from slight damage that! 
may have been caused by water, | 
implements valued at thousands of| 
dollars escaped the blaze. There} 
were about 25 tractors stored in the 
building. 

Building and contents are fully) 
covered by insurance. |

“HIGHLY SUSPICIOUS” 

Both Fire Chief James McGreg- 
or aNd Fire Marshall Jack Booth | 
declared after a preliminary exam-| 
ination of the premises that the 
blaze was “highly suspicious”. 

There were no persons working 
fn the warehouse on Sunday even-| 
ing and there are no stoves or heat-| 
ing devices of any kind operating 
at the present time in the building, | 
H. L. Smith, assistant manager of| 
the Massey-Harris firm in Edmont-| 
ton, stated shortly after the fire. 
There is no night watchman em- 
ployed at present. 

The platform at the north side of| 
the building, beneath which the fire} 
started, is closed in on every side | 
except the west. It was poiNted out) 
by fire department officials that a 
person could easily walk in under | 
the platform at the west opening, 
set a fire and disappear before the 
flames became noticeable. 


IN “FIRE BELT” 

The ‘fire chief stated the ware- 
house building has been on fire 
about four times all told | 

The warehouse is situated in an 
area that holds the dubious distincl- | 
ion of Edmonton's fire belt. During 
the past two years four other seri- 
ous fires have occurred in the same 
district. A large automobile ware- 
house, an oil company warehouse 
and an elevator have fallen prey to} 
flames. In at least two cases fire | 
officials have strongly suspected in- 
cendiarism. 

As the Massey-Harris ware- 
house is close to oil storage tanks. 

Fire Chief Macgregor took no 
chances and he put in a second 
alarm soon after the first equip- 
ment arrived frm No. 2 hall. 

Equipment from halls 2, 5 and 6, 
with three lines of hose soon had the 
blaze under control. A section of | 
the rear wall had to be chopped | 
away to get the water on the burn- | 
ing floor timbers 
FIREFIGHTERS PRAISED

These new pictures just received in Canada vividly show burning coal dumps set afire when British-Canadian-Norwegian forces raided the Spitsbergen Islands to prevent rich coal resources from falling Into Nazi hands. The Islands belong to 
Nazi-oppressed Norway, and the Norwegian’ forces participating in the raids were those which made their way to England after the fall of their country. The inhabitants of the islands welcomed the raiders and evacuated their homes to re- 
turn to England on one of the British troop transports. An important radio station on the islands, which was used by the Nazis in Norway to gather weather data for their air raids on Britain, was destroyed by the departing troops. During 
the raid the radio station was operated by Canadian forces who kept in touch with the Nazis in Norway and gave them false reports while the raid was in progress.
